BACK IN THE,SPRING, when the 
UNIFIL men were still green on 
such matters as fluctuating ex- 
change rates and local prices, 
thay were subjected to some gross 
overcharging. But by now they 
know quite well what a can of 
beer, a cup of coffee and a square 
méal cost Toedl residents, and how 
the prices convert into dolJars and 
cents. 

For the attentions of willing 
girls who have.come from as far 
away as Tel Aviv, the rates are 
said to be from 860 upwards, not 
counting the gifts which some 
clients generously buy them. 

The town's 25 hotels, 40 
apartment owners who rent 
rooms on a daily, or nightly, basis, 
60 cafés and kiosks, over 120 food 
shops, and handful of nightclubs 
and discotheques, and with.them 
thoze they employ, would be a lot 
worse off without UNIFIL. 

And you could argue that they 
also have to thank the PLO and 
its allies in terroriam, together 
with the suppliers of their arms 
and ammunition, including the 
Katyusha rockets which claimed:

The road to Gun Meir is a royal 
one, breause one entrance to the 
park t(numed afler Meir 
Dizengoff) Ja the street of 
King George V_ (1806-1936). In 
Helirew, thia comes out elther 
“Rehoy HaMelekh Djordj" or elac 
“Rehov Keeng Djordj.“" I have 
never heard "he Hamishi"’ add- 
ed, but everybody knows it wasn't 
named ufter mad George III, or 
after the unpopular profligate, 
George IV, but after the shy and 
dutiful ΕἾΠΕ (grandson of Queen 
Victoria and grandfather of the 
present Queen}, during whose 
relgn the Balfour Declaration was 
issued. 

On King George, the entrance to 
Gan Meir is near the famous 
sycamore trecs and tho much 
taller Herut building Belt 
Jabotinsky and the Jabotinsky 
Musoum, the hard core of anti- 
British agitatlon during the Man- 
date. This is not entirety ap- 
propriate for one of our royal 
British streets. But here stood the 
Betar Club back in the early 1930s, 
when this part‘of the street was 
still called Rehov HaCarmel, 
when Gan Meir waa onty in the 
planning stage, and a women's 
trainIng farm ‘occupied the site, 
today Beit HaHalutzot, the house 

- of the Women's League for Israel.

That deseription, 
thaugh, adds ceassuriagly that he 
was “filled with ἢ sense of respon- 
sibliity and rigid respeet for the 
eonatitutlon." 

In cheraster he was certainly 
the opposite of hig father, Edward 
VIL, whe had vigorous appetites 
and whom we remember as Baron 
Hirsch's  dining-shooting-and- 
racing companion. Edward was 
rudely described by the young 
Rudyard Kipling as uv “corpulent 
voluptuairy.” ἘΠΕ son, our George, 
by contrast was the embodiment 
of pergonal and public duty, and 
thus alse very different from his 
son, whu spent most of hia Ife ns 
Mrs, Simpson's Duke of Windsor; 
Royal virtues and vices, like other 
phenomena, seem to run in cycles. 

A quatnt ittle speculation, 
which has probably rarely been 
speculated, is that our street just 
missed being called ‘'Rehov 
HaMelech Albort Victor." This Is 
because George had an older 
brother, who dicd in 1892 al the 
age of 28; historlans have called 
his demise and the unexpected 
substitution of George as heir as 
“a morciful act of providence,” 

This brother, the Duke of 
Clarence, was known as Prince 
Eddy, and something was very, . 
very wrong with him. Queen Vic- 
torla, that experienced grand- 
nminther, wrote shortly after his 
birth that “dear baby certainly 
looks a frail little thing.” That was 
the least of his troubles. 

When the royal brothers were 13 
and 15, their tutor réported that 


‘George, the younger, was doing 


excellently in all subjects while 
poor Eddy ''falls In not one or two 
subjects, but In all." Worse, “the 
abnormally dormant condition of 
hia mind deprives him of the 
power to fix his attention to any 
given subject for more Lhan a few 
minutes consecutively."" 


THE BROTHERS became naval 
cadets. George acquired a life- 
long love of the Navy; poor Eddy 
was so dim that a tutor for 
backward boys was suggested. 
Instead, after discussions in- 
volving Disraeli, the royal cadets — 
began a world crulse, just 100 
yoars ago, with an itincrary that 
Included Palestine. Bddy's 
failings, it was thought, could beat 
be concealed within the friendly 
environment of a private yacht. It 
waa called, perhaps infeltoitously, 
“Bacchante.” ᾿ 

At this tlme General Charles 
“Chinoge" Gordon, scon to apond 
ἃ year in Jerusalem, was gover- 
ning the Egyptian Sudan: 
Disracli, ag Prime Minister, had 
Tocontly arranged for the 
purchase of the controlling shares 
of the Suez Canal company by get- 
ting a Rothschild loan. The 
princes’ portly. papa ignored his 
wifo and spont his time with 
beautiful. women; and his mother

More 
recently, In books dealing with 
speculations once utterly taboo in 
print, Jack the Ripper has been 
identified with none other than the 
dormant royal heir. 

Other suspects included the 
royal physician; a painter: a 
court security officer; a-Jewish 
ritual slaughterer. Indced, the 
Jack the Ripper hysteria had its 
anti-Semitic undertones. 


BUT OUR atreet is hardly the line

On January 14 of that year, 
Eddy died of pneumonia. Or of 
Syphilis, accarding to the 
rumours. His brother George 
recovered from typhoid; and that 
Is why St wag not Eddy but George 
who became King when Edward 
VII died In 1910.

“strong and exemplary character 
and robust constitution,"’ and he 
“early showed promise of em- 
bodying all those domestic and 
public virtues the English people 
cherish.” 

However, George tended to con- 
sider himself an “Interloper™ in 
the line of succession; he got not 
only Eddy's throne but Eddy's in- 
lended — Princesa May of Teck — 
ag well, He first wanted to marry 
his cousin Marie of Edinburgh, 
and Queen Victorla, always on the 
track of these matters, ‘thought 
Missy will have him." But Missy 
would not. She married the heir to 
the Rumanian throne instead, 
which Victoria considered 
déclaasé. 7 

Docile Princess May, now seen 
in the tragic light of being nearly 
“a widow before she became a 
wife." spent much time with 
George that spring. and In the 
summer of 1892 he had ‘‘a litle 
talk" with his formidable grand- 
mother, "I think dear Georgie so 
nice, sensible, & truly right- 
minded & so anxious to improve 
himself," Victoria wrote in her 
diary. Ruder descriptions have: 
called the switch in husbands a 
matter of going from the bizarre 
tothe boring, from the depraved to 
the dull. 

George and May were duly 
married on July 6, 1893, during a 
heat wave. Their marriage was 
accompanied by unusual quan- 
tities of Victorian tears. George's 
Russian cousin Nicky, destined to 
be the last Czar of Russia and the

He told Farouk that he had 
promised to berate Palestine hy 
foree, but failed utterly. ‘'So let 
us, the people of Palestine, suve at 
least what is left of our country by 
peaccful means,"' he said, warn- 
ing Dgypt's King that the 
Palestine catastrophe was much 
bigger than he could possibly im- 
agine. 


The Arabic daily. "El Yom," 
published in Jaffa, reported 
yesterday that large quantities of 
antl-Abdullah pamphlets had been 
dropped over Nablus and 
Bethtehem last weck by a plane of 
“one of the neighbouring Arab 
countries."

MAJOR BECK was killed a fow 
months Inter, when German 
planes attacked British units dur- 
Ing thelr attempt to capture Am- 
man. "A bomb landed amack on 
his tent,” Wilson said. “It was a 
(ragedy. He was a good, kind of- 
fieer. He is buried In the Imperial 
War Cemetery on Mt. Scopus." 

The aceount of the surrender by, 
Major Vivien Guibert, who led a 
machinegun company in the.

His first duty on returning wag 
to send a telegram to the 
commander-in-chief, worded 88 
follows: 

“I have the honour to report 
that I have this day accepted the 
surrender of Jerusalem.” 


BY RETURN came the Message: 

“General Allenby will himself 
accept the surrender of 
Jerusalem on the 11th inat.; make 
all arrangements." 

On December 11, Allenby, 
followed by representatives of the 
Allies, made his formal entry Into 
Jerusalem. 

Thus far the account in Gilbert's 
book, in which sturdy Imperialism 
is mixed with a large dash of the 
romance of warfare and shades of 
the religious fervour which spark. 
ed the Crusades. Hence the apt ti- 
tle of his book. 

But Gilbert, a member of the 
upper classes and an actor by 
profession, does not close his eyes 
to the realities of war. Of his six 
brothers who served as officers, 
two were killed and one was 
crippled for life, 

We come back to the eyewitness 
account of Alec Wilson, who was 
extremely matter-of-fact and 
modest in telling his story. He 
began by describing the dif- 
fleulties he had in joining the ar- 
my. A native of Brixton, in South 
London, where he was eppren- 
ticed in his father's chemist shop, 
he had to lie about his age at the 
recruiting office, because he was 
below the legal enlistment age of 
18. But that was only haif of his 
battle to get in. 

“Tt cost me £25 to go to a gym 
where they train boxers, to have 
my chest built up," he recalled. 
But on January 15, 1915, Wilson 
finally joined an artillery regi- 
ment, part of the 60th (London) 
Division. /‘I chose the artillery 
because I didn‘t want to walk so 
much, But I was wrong. We were 
always short of horses and mul- 
es," he said. 

Wilson shipped out to France at 
the end of 1915, in time for the bat- 
tle at Vimy Ridge. After that, 
when his regiment was scheduled 
to take part in the fighting at the 
Somme, it was suddenly diverted 
to Macedonia. “We did not do 
much fighting there, and in the 
spring of 1917 we went to Egypt,

“The battle to take Beersheba 


was my first big action here. We 
needed the wells there, because 
we, were always short of water 
and had been living on a pint a day 
for mnonths.''

Beeause of the role he has 
asalened himself, only Aaron's 
thoughts and feelings are 
reflveted and the other characters 
ure necessarily seen through his 
eyes. Much space is devoted to 
these others — a heterogencity of 
intellectuals, losers, fanatics of 
various sorts, even a millionaire 
— but not one emerges coherently 
from the spate of words. Shosha 
cannot be sustained into 
womanhood; Betty, the Poligh- 
American-Yiddish actress who 
rewriles Agron's unwritten play, 
la all temperament, overwrought 
ond underdeveloped; Haim], who 
has never been comfortable out- 
side the womb, suddenly springs 
full-grown and self-charging into 
the new State of Israel; only 
Feitelzohn, fully realized and ab- 
solutely unpredictable, remains 
fresh and convincing until we see 
him no more. 

Feitelzohn, a multl-faceted 
chorus sparkling with erudition 
and conceits and Juatiness, never 
participates in the actlon and yet

the eponymous heroine because 
he 8 the repository of Aaron's 
longings: "Someone told me that 
Feltelzohn sold a sweetheart to a

‘This delightful polymath, whom 
we lave because Aaron 
Singer loves him, disappeara 
halfway through the book as 
though his creator had no further 
use for him, whereas the others 
are carried beyond thelr prime to 
a point where the law of 
diminishing returna takes over. 


ISAAC Bashevis Singer is almost 
three-quarters of a century old, 
with much still to say, and, 
possibly, little time left in which to 
say it. Urgency pervades his 
book: myriad streets, charactors, 
events, conversations tumble 
together. The camera seems to 
focus not idly but at random. 
There is no centre except Tsutsik 
the nobody, who, when he pauses 
in his rush through remembered 
places and discarded droams, 
sometimes forgets the reader and 
Indulges himself: Suppose I had 
taken this turning, gone through 
ἐμαὶ doorway? At such times the 
fuzziness {s hard on the eyes. 

Singer is not ἃ moralist nor 
should he attempt to be. When he 
recaptures his humour and paints 
with his own broad brush, the 
moral appears as if by chance. Or 
magic.O 


PENGUIN BOOKS deserve credit 
for bringing Patrick Kavanagh's 
only novel Tarry Flynn to a wider 
public. This little masterpleco has 
received inadequate recognition 
since it first appeared 30 yoars 
ago tand, In a dramatised form, 
was presented at the Abbey 
Theatre), 

It Is cloarly autoblographical. 
Patrick Kavanagh, poet and pea- 
sant, was born in Ca. Managhan 
and until the age of 80 worked, or 
rather dreamed, on the land 
before making his way to the big 
city. He nevar toat his un- 
couthness and, while achleving 
distinction as a poet,. remained 
one of Dublin's noted characters, 
outspoken in hia cutting com- 
ments on events, especially with a 
religious connootion.

IN HIS BURVEYS of his environ- 
ment, “futility” is the keyword, 
His village is a townlet of death” 
and the peoplo ‘are going 
nowhere, except to the grave. If 
any man of thom fn that country 
were to open his eyes, if the fog In 
which thoy lived lifted, they would 
be unable to ondure the futllity of 
it all, Their courage waa the 
courage of the blind.

Indeed Flynn/Kavanagh lives 
with ἃ revelation of beauty and 
meaning hidden from those 
around him. It is embedded in the 
idyllic and evocative countryside 
and expressed jn the enchanting 
rhythm of Lrish speech, with 118 
music, humour and natural in- 
sight. ‘'The land keeps ἃ man 
silent for a generation or two and 
then the crust gives way. A poet is 
‘born, or a prophet." 


JOHN CHABOT SMITH'S The 
Children of Master O'Rourke is a 
contemporary account by an 
American writer of his search for 
the family of an Irlsh-born priest 
whom he knew In Connecticut. He 
Bots involved in the family history 
and through the present genera- 
tion, presenta a portrait of modern 
Ireland. It is an attractive book, 
although uncharactoriatioally 
solid and humourless for a book 
doaling with Ireland. . " 


The father of the family, Eoin. 


O'Rourke, born at the end of last 
century, had lived near Sligo in 


the West of Ireland. A respected 
schoolmaster and sometimes 
dabbler in local politics, he and 
his wife had raised 15 children, 14 
of them still living. Smith sought 
them all out to get their stories. 

The result is a tribute to the 
Irish family and its values. If in- 
deed everything 15 revealed, there 
are no skeletons in the family 
closets, The moat serious defects 
are an occasional over-indulgence 
in drink (but this is virtually in- 
evitablo in Ireland) and two cases 
of intermarriage with Protestants 
{one of whom eventually became 
a Catholic), The members of the 
family aro characterised 
throughout by their Godfearing 
ordinariness and clean-living 
decency. There could be an in- 
teresting comparison with Jewish 
familfes In the Weatern world in 
the same era. 


THE JEWS would have risen 
more aggressively in. the 
economle ladder, would have 
achieved higher standards of 
education and professional train- 
ing. would have remained less at- 
tached to religious observances 
but equally tied to their origina. 
Tho Irish are more modest in 
tholr demands and attainments. 
Some of the children remain in the 


West of Ireland — one a police- 
sergeant, others wives of farmers 
worrying about the diminishing 
population and lack of opportunity 
for their own: children and 
grandchildren. Others have 
travelled the routes to Dublin, 
England and the U.S. 

The only ones with some in- 
tellectual achievements are the 
three priests — one in Nigeria, one 
in the U.S. and the other in 
Treland. 

The last is the most Interesting 
and original member of the fami- 
ly, ag he wrestles with his con- 
science in the post-Vatican II 
world. He began to study for his 
doctorate in theology but remains 
restless and unsure of himself. He 
Is a Hberal theologian, troubled at 
the Papal decree on birth control 
which he feels was the last aot of 
the monarchical church — the last 
time a Pope would issue a solo 
statement on such a serious 
matter, 

But even {f the faith as original- 
ly inbibed by this entire family 
seems somewhat primitive today, 
{t has stood them in good stead. 
The “old-time religion” has been 
a strength and a prop, and their 
lives have reflected the positive 
elements of the traditional Irish 
way of life. O

The Authority cannot escape the 
charge that it ig not able to be 
totally independent of the 
manufacturing and retailing arms 
of the Histadrut, whose interests 
may he diametrically opposed to 
those of consumers. The CCA 
vigorously denies this and claims 
that, on the contrary, {t is in a 
good position to influence 
economic decisions of other sec- 
Hons of the Histadrut from within. 

While the Authority regards 
members of the Histadrut and af- 
filiated bodies as its constituents, 
{ts leaders also claim that they 
speak for the consumer Public at 
large — although some non- 
Histadrut membera may resent 
this. But no one seeking the advice 
of the CCA or wishing to lodge a 
complaint through its offices ig 
asked whether or not he belongs to 
the Histadrut, 

And any consumer ig welcome 
to donate his or her time and 
energy to one of the CCA's ser- 
vices, such as its “price-watohing 
squada,"' The Authority's address

ISRAEL Consumers Association 
{μα Hatzarhanim Beyisrael). 
This name, usually prefaced by 
the word "independent" — which 
is taken to mean non-political — is 
the country’s oldest consumer 
group, dating back to the 1950s. Its 
founder, and _ stil] officially its 
president, Irma Polak, continues 
in her mid-80s to keep her bright 
eyes on its activities albeit from 
the sidelines. With her semi- 
retirement, the Association lost a 
great deal of its drive, and the pre- 
senl chairman, Felix Davidson, 
an engineer, js virtually unknown 
to the public. 

The government's Imitation on 
the funding of consumer 
organizations dealt a hard blow to 
the Association, and at the begin- 
ning of this month it dismigsed the 
last of the paid staff of ita Tel Aviv 
office, which is now being manned 
rather sporadically by volunteers, 

From the start, the Consumers 
Association had a loose affiliation 
with WIZO, and it still has Its of. 
fice, at a nominal rent, in a WIzo 
building, at 35 King George Street. 

No membership dues are being 
collected in this fiscal year 
because of the uncertainty of the 
Association's future. Negotlations 
are going on very quistly for a 
possible merger with the Con- 
sumer Shield. The leaders of both 
groups say that the less said about 
these at the moment, the better 
chance there [8 of a successful out- 
come. 


CONSUMER SHIELD (Magen 
Latzarchan). This is a North 
Amorican-atyle organization, a 
Product of the post-Six Day War 
wave of American allya. It is 
the most fleroely Independent of 
any of our consumer groups, and 
has steadfastly refused to Join the 
Consumer Council or accept any 
government funding. Its funda 
come from individual 
memberships, group 
memberships (the immigrant 
associations of North American 
and Soviet Jews), and a U.S. foun- 
@ation which offors help to con- 
Sumer projects in developing 
countries. : 

Consumer Shield started out as 
8 cominittee within the Associa- 
Uon of Americans and Canadians. 
in Israel, but today has its own of- 
ficos at 16 Hoshea St., near the old: 
Tel Aviv port (tel, 08-448228), 
Even better known than its chair- 
man, Hannah Greenbaum, is Its 
outspoken medical sonsultant, Dr. 
Jerry Weatin, who first raised the 
{ssue of pesticide residues in our 
milk products, -

has concentrated largely on 
Problems of food purlty does not 
mean that. its

Mrs. Greenbaum Isn't even sp 
frightened by the term “Inflation 
ag everyone else seems to be. 
"Inflation in itself ix not 50 terri. 
ble — so long as earning power 
rises to match it,"’ she told me, 

She does not regard either the 
Israel Consumer Council or the 
Central Consumer Authority ag 
valid consumer Protectors: For 
her, the former ts simply a branch 
of government, the latter ig part 
and parcel of the Histadrut com. 
plex. She described the 
Histadrut's shopping strike ag 
**preposterous,'* saying that {t 
“made a farce of consumerism." 

Her own Consumer Shield, 
however, has not come up with an 
answer as to how the public might 
help fight high prices. 


ORGANIZATION of Religious 
Consumers (Irgun Hatzarhanim 
Hadati'tm), This newcomer to the 
scene was founded a couple of 
years ago to satisfy the needs of 
very religious, the ultra-Orthodox 
Jows., 

Its chairman is Arye Levkowltz, 
a Bnei Brak schoolteacher, who 
claims that the secular 
organizations do not understand 
or appreciate the special 
problems of the very religious, 
such a8 glut kushrut or the Prices 
of ritual objecta. And some of his 
followers, he says, would not take 
problems to an offlee where the 
atmosphere is clearly non- 
Orthodox. © 

Even on a subject as seemingly 
secular as high prices, the 
Religious Consumers have their 
own unique approach. They 
agreed to sign the petition for the 
recent strike, Mr. Levkowitz told 
me, but would not go so far as to 
post picketers in stores in 
religious neighbourhoods, 

Why? Because they were not 
given the two or three weeks they 
would have required to get the 
blessings of the rabbis of the ultra- 
Orthodox communities. 

“This is the way we operate,” 
sald Mr. Levkowitz simply. “We 
think It neceasary to get our rab- 
bis’ opinion, based on Tora, as to 
whether any proposed consumer 
action is correct." If the rabbis 
give their consent, he added, it 
means the unquestioning support 
of entire communities. He gave as 
examples two rabbinically-led 


“consumer boycotts — once the 


etrogim for Succot, the other, 
lasting three weeks, of fish. 

When it comes to strikes for 
purely economic reasons, warned 
Mr. Levkowitz, the ultra: 
Orthodox might not go along with 
the choice of target of the secular 
Council or Authority. 

‘‘We have priorities of our 
own," he said. For instance, he 
might suggest a boycott of efillin, 
which now cost IL5,000. And, he 
claims there are sweets priced 
well beyond the usual cost simply 
because -they hear the speoial 
hechsher that: ultra-Orthodox 
customers look for.

IT IS undeniable that the whole 
organized consumer fabric in 
Israel ἰ5 in a state of flux. The next 
few weeks will be crucial in doter- 
mining ita future patterns. Let us 
hope that those involved will not 
spend too much time arguing 
about form and formalities while 
what peoplé are looking for is 
some type of concerted action.
